18 Tremors Rock Wide Area; Buildings Col­ 
lapse And Property Damage Runs Into 
Tens Of Millions Of Dollars; Long Beach 
And Los Angeles Are Hardest Hit. 


THOUSANDS OF RELIEF WORKERS

Los Angeles, March l l (A P )—Counting its earthquake; 
dead at 120 or more, its injured at about 4,000 and its prop-! 
erty damage in the tens of millions of dollars, southern Cali-i 
fornia felt the afterm ath today of the 18 m ajor shocks which | 
struck at intervals last night and this morning. 
Long Beach, where the tremors struck hardest, reported 
at least 67 dead and about 1,000 injured. Anaheim boulevard, 
extending almost two miles eastward into the residential dis­ 
trict, was the hardest hit—scarcely a building escaping with­ 
out damage. 
Rehabilitation work was started immediately by City 
Manager C. F. Dobbin. 
More than 2,000 men were called to 
clean up the city today. 
Los Angeles, which counted 5 dead and an estimated 
3,000 injured, witnessed the crumbling of many brick walls, 
the collapse of a few old buildings and the appearance of 
cracks in its new 28-story city hall. 
The first shock came at 5:54 p. rn. Friday, the eight­ 
eenth at 3:43 a. rn. today since which time there have been 
five more slighter shocks. 
Seismologists said the shocks might continue for weeks. 
From more than IOO communities came reports of cas­ 
ualties and damage in the most severe earthquake in the 
modern history of Los Angeles and vicinity. 
It was feared 
a daylight search of the debris might cause the death toll 
to mount.

INSTRUCTION 
IS LARGEST ITEM 


Answering critics of public school j 
rests in Gettysburg, Professor Lloyd i 
C Keefauver, superintendent of 'he 
local school system, today point­ 
ed out that the per capita .school 
cost in 
Gettysburg for 
the year 
year 1931-32 was $77.21 as compared 
with $87.81 for Pennsylvania and 
$84.90 for the United States. 
“A study of the per capita school 
costs 
In 
cities 
throughout 
the 
United States having a population 
of from 2,500 to 9.999 show’s a total 
current expenditure of $84.90 per 
pupil.” Mr. Keefauver said 
“This 
has been computed from the 1931-32 
financial 
reports of the 
United 
States bureau of education on the 
basis of the number of pupils in av­ 
erage daily attendance both in ele­ 
mentary and high schools, 
Cost Is Low Herr 
“Computed on the same basis, the 
total current expenditure per pupil 
in the Gettysburg schools for the 
same year was $77.21. In other 
words, it cost about 
IO per cent 
more on the average to maintain 
schools 
in smaller - sized 
cities 
throughout the United States than 
it did in Gettysburg. 
According to education bulletin 
No. 4, published by the Pennsylvania 
State Educational association, Penn­ 
sylvania is rated as the second state 
in the nation in wealth and esti­ 
mated income. But in the annual 
cost per pupil in average daily at­ 
tendance iii public elementary and 
high schools, it occupies twenty - 
seventh place with a per pupil ex­ 
penditure of $87.81. Compared with 
this. Gettysburg is spending 
only 
about seven-eighths as much as the 
state average.”

WIFE FAILS TO

A high-powered sedan, with a 
dead man at the wheel, crashed in­ 
to an electric light pole on the Lin­ 
coln highway, six miles east of here, 
at 4:35 o’clock Friday afternoon. 
Fatally stricken by a heart at­ 
tack while driving east on the high­ 
way, Charles Stew’art Wuxts, 64- 
year-old 
Philadelphia stock 
and 
bond broker, lost control of the 
speeding machine, and despite the 
efforts of Mrs. Wurts to prevent an 
accident, the sedan left the high­ 
way. ran a 
distance of about 250 
feet and then crashed headon into 
the pole, cracking it off at the 
ground. 
Dies Suddenly 
Mrs. Wurts, who was riding with 
her husband in the front seat of the 
car, told Patrolman James G. War­ 
ren. of the local sub-station of the 
highway motor patrol, who investi­ 
gated, that her husband collapsed 
suddenly and without warning. 
The sedan was traveling at high 
sp^d at the time, the officer said. 
The heavy car began swerving from 
the 
highway, 
and 
Mrs. 
Wurts 
grabbed the steering wheel in an 
effort to prevent the car from leav­ 
ing the road. 
'The speed of the car, however, 
prevented Mrs. Wurts from keeping 
the machine on the highway, and it 
ran 
over 
an 
embankment 
and 
crushed into the electric light pole. 
Woman Is Injured 
When 
the 
machine stopped, 
Wurts was dead. death apparently 
having been instantaneous. A pass­ 
ing motorist brought Wurts and his 
wile to the Warner hospital. 
Mrs. Wurts suffered contusions on 
the leg and body, but was not ad­ 
mitted as a patient. 
A physician,
